The Bulgarian agent at Uskub reports that

Transferring these figures to the income 
of a family which in 1898 had $1,000 to

Arguing from the text that the present ad- 
vance in wheat prices relative to those of 
last year does not discount the altered condi- 
tions, the Commercial West says: “ It is in- 
teresting to theorize on what l4c a bu on the 
crop of the country means. Taking the esti- 
mates of 650,000,000 bu, it amounts to $91,- 
000,000. ‘This amount of money, some of the 
conservative ones argue, discounts a lot of 
_ trouble. Has it discounted the conditions? 
To argue the price is too. high because it 
was i4c lower a year ago, is to argue last
